LMOST every woman has moments 
when she ts terribly sorry for her- 
self. The lady-by-the-day doesn't 

come,and her aggrieved employer must 
wash the dishes and stratghten up the 
Or the dress she ordered,

doesn't arrive in time for the dance. 
Or she has to work overtime at the of- 
fice, with only a bit of supper money 
for compensation.

HE history ef''the screen dates 
back ‘to tKé very dawn of the 
ancient civilizations. But not for 
many centuries has there been such a 
keem appreciation of it as we find in 
the home-making world to-day. 


We live in compact quarters. Aside 
from the artistic part it plays, the 
screen is most utilitarian—hides grace- 
fully many a housekeeping gesture we 
prefer to make in semi-privacy. And 
60, since modern decorators are in- 
tensely practical as well as artistic, 
they find themselves planning entire 
schemes around a lovely screen. 

Exquisitely decorative things have 
been designed for them by leading art- 
ists who were quick to sense the con- 
temporary scheme’s need of one dra- 
matic spot in the midst of so much 
stark simplicity. A neutral background, 
for example, plain upholstering, plain- 
toned draperies such as we see illus- 
trated in the setting photographed— 
what unusual opportunities they offer 
to the striking screen which itself car- 
ries sufficient color and Cesign to 
make the whole room happy. Yet for 
all its modernity, a fine restraint is 
shown in the artist's use of color and 
geometric pattern which reminds us of 
nothing sv much asa moonlight night 
and hollyhocks planted against a gar- 
den wall.

And the artist’s ideal of design is al- 
ways abstract. An obvious group of fig- 
ures, & realistic landscape, even an ex- 
act picture of still life would be out of 
nharmony—whlile legendary, fairy or al- 
legoric themes are seized upon as magic 
mediums-for the artist’s symbolism. 


While the finest modern screens are 
painted directly upon the canvas, many 
very effective things are also done 
through the medium of modern papers 
and fabrics. The silver and gold tea 
papers imported from China and Japan 
make beautiful modeyn patterns merely 
by the joining of their squares upon 
the surface of the screen, and a screen 
of plain Japanese wood blocks may 
prove very effective when used in con- 
junction with walls, floor covering or 
upholstering in some important color 
that contrasts sharply with the gray- 
beige tones of the screen. In interest- 
ing variety these screens may be had 
ready-made at the better studios and 
shops at prices well within the average 
income. Or one may choose a hand- 
blocked linen, chintz or fabrikoid in 
harmony with a_ certain decorative 
scheme and have it tailored upon a 
screen of conventional or modernistic 
outline. Any good wall paper house, 
decorator or department store specializ- 
ing in home-furnishings will attend to 
details of workmanship. Ps 


It is even possible to make a work- 
manlike screen oneself at home, pro- 
viding the amateur artist has a fine 
sense of proportion and design. Screen 
frames can be had in the unfinished 
furniture section of several department 
stores, Some of these come in excel- 
lent modern designs, one showing 
stepped-up wings instead of the usual 


type of equal height another having; 
a high centre wing, a low wing on the 
left and one slightly higher on the 
right. Again we may find a frame 
with wings slanting upward in an even 
incline from left to right. These 
screen are usually most pleasing when 
they carry a painted design planned 
especially to suit the odd shaping. The 
silver and gold papers also work very 
well on them. 

We have learned to use the modern 
screen as a lively background for some 
dull, uninteresting chair; to place a 
low decorative screen before an un- 
gainly radiator or a radio that does 
not add to the beauty of the room; 
and as a becoming cloak for the ward- 
robe trunk or the kitchenette in the 
small apartment home, nothing fits 
quite so well as the screen. But still 
tere remains an intangible something 
about these convenient pieces which 
most of us have overl ed. Ht is the 
mysticism, the psychologfcal effect of 
@ beautiful screen in any room. 


The ancients planned their screens 
with a definite understanding of this 
effect in mind. We are told that the 
old Chinese mystics possessed sacred 
screens in different colors and designs 
which were used for healing the sick 
and hypnotizing the Pi!grims! And 
wasn’t it Merritt who said: 

“Ancient as the mind of man ts the 
spirit of the screen ... Because we live 
in a world of screens. There is a tiny 
screen between each moment that 
springs from the womb of time and 
that moment which follows it... 
There is a@ screen between each of us 
and each of our fellowmen. And in 
our hearts are countless corners and 
corridors and chambers which we keep 
screen even against ourselves. There 
is a screen between life and death.
